Hartree’s review, Cytochrome Higher 
Plants, presents good integration the 
cytochrome components and cellular respiration 
can found; while Singer, Kearney and 
Massey’s review the Newer Knowledge 
Succinic Dehydrogenase makes many references 


microorganisms while covering the development 
the field chiefly mammalian tissues. Some may 
find Wiame’s excellent review the bio- 
synthetic role the tricarboxylic acid cycle bit 
frustrating because written French, but 
does sustain the deliberate attempt give the 
“Advances” international flavor. Lester 
Reed’s review, The Chemistry and Function 
Lipoic Acid, should most welcome. Here 
up-to-date chronological development the 
information lipoic acid one the workers 
most familiar with it. 


Man Against Germs, Baron, New York: 
Dutton and Co., Inc., 1957, 320 pp. 
Although primarily historical account some 

our major epidemic diseases, this narrative deals 

with host-parasite biology from the hypothetical 
origin life this planet projected futuristic 
symbiotic host-parasite equilibrium. The author 
begins with highly dramatized chapter the 
geological formation the earth, the geophysical 
synthesis molecule living protoplasm, the 
evolution this primordial life into 
molecular germs and these into multicellular 
green plants and animals including man. 
visualizes present day parasitic viruses direct 
lineal descendants the first living molecule, 
whereas other germs only turned the easy 
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parasitic mode life after earlier evolutionary 
struggles saprophytes. his closing chapter 
Dr. Baron visualizes the time the evolutionary 
future when “all our disease germs will change from 
antagonism coexistence, and turn from danger- 
ous bits alien life into inconspicuous particles 
within our living cells.” between these flights 
into scientifically based fantasy the author presents 
many interesting and frequently gruesome facts 
about his selected diseases, and about the failures 
well the successes men their efforts 
combat these diseases. 

Dr. Baron uses rather colorful designations for 
his germs. The cholera vibrio becomes the Avid 
Germs from India; the tubercle and leprosy bacilli 
are the Wax-Coated and the Unclean Germs; the 
plague bacilli are the Reluctant Germs; and, 
course, the syphilis spirochetes are the Germs 
Love. total thirteen more diseases are dis- 
cussed, from both historical and current status 
viewpoints. Vivid word pictures are drawn de- 
scribing the psychological and economic conse- 
quences, well the confusion and controversy 
associated with the misery and death caused 
great plagues epidemic disease. 

Frequently the author seems take special 
delight describing the futile and the contro- 
versial, rather than the successful, efforts men 
understand control the disease organisms. 
And when these controversial efforts are made 
egocentric scientists medical doctors who refuse 
consider facts contrary their own erroneous 
beliefs, the individuals and their errors are spot 
lighted even more vividly than are the efforts 
those who finally disprove the erroneous beliefs. 
Thus find Professor Pettenkofer’s controversial 
Law the Soil Water discussed more extensively 
than Koch’s successful proof the etiology 
cholera. And Koch’s fall from grace result 
his Tuberculin Therapy spotlighted possibly 
more than his bacteriological successes. Also Dr. 
Benjamin Rush gets thorough working over for 
his Morbid explain, and his mur- 
derous purgings and bleedings treat yellow fever. 
this respect Dr. Baron’s Man Against Germs 
differs from the hero worship approach many 
other historians disease, and should recom- 
mended reading for those who are prone become 
scientific hero worshippers. 

The dust cover states that Dr. Baron’s history 
the major plagues... dramatic and scien- 
tifically accurate.” Insofar the historic source 
material accurate, the dramatic and historical 
aspect this statement can accepted. However, 
seems unfortunate the reviewer that, for the 
sake dramatic effect, the author should give the 
false impressions that are implied such state- 
ments as: (about typhoid) ... “their breeding 
places sewage...” (etc.); and about Typhus 
germs transferred from the tick the 


louse and man”; “Ricketts found the 
germs typhus fever, isolated and cultured them”’ 
... These are minor criticisms which will not 
obvious the laity, but the statements will 
questioned even elementary students host 
parasite biology. However, general, the book 
interestingly written and should appeal those 
who like their medical history served 
dramatic fashion.

“Methods Biochemical appears 

approximately annually, and purports make 
available critical evaluation analytical meth- 
ods current usefulness, together with experi- 
mental details recommended procedure (or 
procedures) sufficient permit the laboratory 
worker carry out the analysis without reference 
other sources. this, the fourth volume the 
series, the following topics and authors are repre- 
sented: Determination Carotene (E. 
Bickoff); Determination Vitamin (A. Embree, 
Ames, Lehman, and Harris); Measure- 
ment Polyunsaturated Fatty Acids (T. 
Holman); Determination 17,21-Dihydroxy- 
20Ketosteroids (A. Silbur and Porter); The 
and Its Use Biochemistry (C. Jacob- 
Otteson); Assay Sulfatases (K. Dodgson and 
Spencer); Determination Serum Acid Phos- 
phatases (W. Fishman and Davidson); 
Determination Amino Acids Bacterial Amino 
Acid Decarboxylases (E. Gale); and Deter- 
mination Succinic Dehydrogenase Activity 
(T. Singer and Kearney). these, per- 
haps the first four will have little appeal most 
microbiologists; the latter five will greater 
use. The description the pH-stat, particular, 
provides details the theory, construction and 
suggested applications instrument that should 
have many applications microbiological re- 
search, and particularly the physiological 
areas. The remaining essays are useful resumes 
analytical methods for sulfatases, phosphatases, 
succinic dehydrogenase and those amino acids for 
which bacterial decarboxylases are known. 

The treatment these topics uneven. Certain 
them (e.g. the chapter sulfatases) fulfill the 
announced purpose providing complete and self- 
contained analytical methods; others them 
would scarcely obviate the necessity for reference 
original papers, but supply useful bibli- 
ography these. Unquestionably, therefore, the 
book will useful those few individuals whose 
major research interests lie within the few areas 
covers; for others, its accessibility through gen- 
eral libraries will certainly suffice. cumulative 
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index (both subject and author) provides ready 
information concerning topics covered past 
volumes, and valuable feature these books. 
appears this reviewer that the general 
thesis under which serial reviews the present 
type are published needs reexamination. One 
nowadays faced frequently with the alternatives 
buying expensive book 400 more pages 
particular interest, foregoing the con- 
venience personal copy the material. Neither 
budgets nor office shelf space permit long-term 
commitment the former alternative. would 
appear that smaller and less expensive volumes, 
each dealing with closely related methodologies, 
and perhaps paper-bound view the tem- 
porary value such collections constantly 
changing field, would obviate the objections cited 
above. Such plan would also permit more ready 
revision those portions such volumes that now 
rapidly become outdated, whereas articles 
permanent value could still collected and pub- 
lished suitable intervals more lasting form. 
the present rate appearance reviews, ad- 
vances, etc., the temptation strong ignore 
them favor indices such Chemical Ab- 
stracts, which, indeed, eventually lists the con- 
tributions that appear such volumes.

Microbial Ecology, Seventh Symposium the 
Society for General Microbiology, edited 
Cambridge University Press, 1957, 388 pp., 
$6.50. 

The title this volume hardly indicative 
the wealth current knowledge and philosophical 
views summarized authors papers 
dealing with various aspects microbiology. Al- 
though all chapters are recommended good 
reading and for future reference, the contents 
some are not indicated the titles. 

“Microbial fails treat good many 
topics which one would expect find under such 
title, but compensates treating many 
subjects one would not look for under this heading. 
For example, Duddington has fascinating 
chapter predacious fungi which capture nema- 
todes, rotifers, and protozoa. The chapter 
Tribe devoted almost exclusively telling how 
Cellophane attacked soil microbes. 
Stanier and Cohen-Bazire present some sig- 
nificant facts and interesting speculations the 
role light the microbial world, with particular 
reference the functions photosynthetic pig- 
ments, without saying much about how light 
affects the distribution microorganisms 
nature. the chapter “Nutritional aspects 


microbial ecology,” Jane Gibson discusses 
primarily the interdependence microbial species 
for essential metabolites soil and the rumen. 

The following contributions are listed being 
more representative the chapter headings: The 
Shepherd; Influence hydrogen-ion concentration 
and oxidation-reduction conditions bacterial 
behaviour, Hewitt; Microorganisms 
resisting high concentrations sugars salts, 
Ingram; The action pressure and tem- 
perature, Johnson; The ecological sig- 
nificance antibiotic production, Brian; 
The relations bacteriophages 
ecology, Anderson; Ecological factors 
and the survival fungi, Hawker; Some 
factors the life free-living protozoa, 
Kitching; The role plant hosts microbial 
ecology, Bawden; The biological in- 
fluences man and animals microbial ecology, 
Andrewes; The selective action bacteria 
various factors inside and outside the animal body, 
with particular reference their effect viru- 
lence, Wilson; and some factors influencing 
the spread plant viruses arthropod vectors, 
Smith. 

whole, the compilation relatively free 
platitudinous generalizations. New viewpoints 
expressed the authors bringing their special- 
ties bear upon the central theme the volume 
are most refreshing. Each chapter has appended 
adequate bibliography complete with titles 
cited references, but fails give inclusive 
pagination. The value the volume for reference 
purposes would increased subject and 
author index.

Principles Immunology, John Cushing and 
Dan Campbell, New York: McGraw-Hill 
Book Co., 1957, 344 pp., $6.50. 

Cushing biologist) and Dr. Campbell (an 
immunochemist) have collaborated write this 
relatively short book entitled 
Immunology.” Unlike most works this field 
aimed neither the advanced student nor 
the mature medical scientist but senior college 
students concentrating biology. Its purpose 
introduce such students the “basic principles 
and concepts the immunity mechanisms,” and 
the authors have succeeded admirably achieving 
this aim. The first part the book devoted 
introductory survey the more important 
principles involved immunology and includes 
review those aspects the physical sciences 
necessary for their understanding. The second 
part, entitled describes 
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the complex relationships immunological phe- 
nomena various biological problems. The scope 
the discussion may inferred from listing 
some the chapter headings: “The Genetic 
Control Antigenic Structure,” “Antigens and 
Evolutionary Studies,” Embryonic Develop- 
ment Antigens and the Immune Mechanism” 
and Immunology.” The third part, 
comprising roughly the last third the book, 
devoted consideration the fundamental 
principles immunochemistry applied the 
nature antigens and antibodies and their 
mutual reactions. Each chapter followed 


adequate bibliography, and there good work- 
ing index. Typographical errors are rare. 

Although but little medical immunology dis- 
cussed such, this book has something definite 
value offer the medical scientist, for pre- 
sents immunological principles from refreshingly 
new point view. Since the authors have under- 
standably sought minimize the discussion 
controversial problems the presentation some 
subjects, such hypersensitivity, has perhaps 
been over-simplified. All all, this provocative 
and valuable book.
